Consumer Systems

Systems operated primarily for direct use by a consumer or the
agent of a consumer. Note that some of the systems listed below
may be s of a single application. For example, some Personal
Heath Record Systems include registration information,
demographics and medication history.

. Consumer NHIN
Interface

Systems that exist specifically to interface with the NHIN — may include
the enterprise application integration facilities of a healthcare
stakeholder or brokering systems related to a particular application or
service.

. Personal Health

Requirements for a Personal Health Record system that are not specific
